FOR RURAL FULTON 


Brew Legalized in Outlying 
Districts -for First Time. 
Library Plan Adopted. 


Beer was legalized for the first time 
in rural Fulton county yesterday when 
the board” of county commissioners 
adopted a scale of license fees ap- 
Dlicable to wholesalers, brewers and 


retailers. The new schedule will go 
into effect immediately and licensees 
will be givem the privilege of paying 
the annual fee in quarterly install- 
ments, Proportionate payment for the 
remainder of June will be accepted, 
quarterly licenses to be issued begin- 
ning July 1. No action was taken. on 
wine. 

The license fee for retailers was 
fixed at $60 a year, and for brewers 
and wholesalers, $500 and $200, re- 
spectively. No revenue is expected, 
however, from any source except re- 
tailers, inasmuch as the license does 
not apply to anyone paying a city 
beer license. The permits will be is- 
sued by the tax collector, after ap- 
proval by the police committee and the 
board as a whole. 

Under a_ resolution unanimously 
adopted by the board the facilities of 
Carnegie library will be extended to 
all residents of Fulton county begin- 
ning July 1. The board adopted one 
of three plans submitted by Miss Jes- 
sie Hopkins, librarian, under which 
it will appropriate $5,000 a year to 
library purposes, and will receive in 
return the same privileges for Fulton 
|county residents outside the city of 
| Atlanta which have heretofore been 
available only to residents of the city. 
| The board appropriated $2,500 for 
| the remainder of the present rear, and 
| indicated to a large delegation from 
| outlying municipalities that next year 
'it will consider a plan which calls 
| for a $10,000 appropriation and would 
provide for installation of fifth and 
libraries in the county 
i schools and the establishment of truck 
service to rural communities. 

The board voted to make a $233,000 
request of the federal government un- 
der the $3,000,000,000 public works 
appropriation, for the elimination of 
grade crossings in Fulton county. 
Among projects recommended are 
three in College Park, one each in 
Hapeville and East Point, and one 
at Fairburn. 

Upon a petition signed by more than 
200 citizens, the new county recrea- 
tional park on Cascade road was 
‘named Charles R. Adams park, in 
| honor of Dr. C. R. Adams, president 
'of the board, upon whose motion the 
|/new park was purchased.

GEORGIA LAKES. 
All of us like to discuss iriterest- 
ing topics with interesting people.

WHY PROBE STRATOSPHERE?

Briggs, chairman of the scientific 
advisory committee for the flight 
to be made this month through the 
co-operation of the National Geo- 
graphic Society and the army air

It is hoped that the balloon will 
reach a height of 14 miles, in which 
case more than 95 per cent of the 
blanket of air surrounding the 
earth will lie below it. From this 
altitude it will be possible to study 
the light of the sun much more 
accurately than from the earth be- 
cause much of its ultra-violet light 
cannot penetrate the air blanket. 
Scientists will also study the 
ozone gas that exists somewhere in 
the upper air, and which is be- 
lieved to protect the earth from in- 
visible rays of the sun that might 
be harmful. The mysterious cosmic 
rays, which permeate the 
body continuously, can be studied 
better in the rarefied atmosphere 
of the stratosphere. It is pointed 
out that they are the most powerful 
rays known and if their nature and

Employes of Happ Company 
Will Not Be Required To 
Repay Wage Hike.

MACON, Ga., June 5.—(/)—Disre- 

garding the invalidation of NRA by 
the supreme Gourt, Happ Brothers 
Company today rescinded an order un- 
det which 700 workers in the local 
garment manufacturing plant would

Today, in a statement saying the 
repayment would not be required, the 
Happ Brothers’ management outlined 
the history of the wage increase and 
praised the employes for their “fair- 
ness” in presenting their side of the 
case to local newspapers. 

The company said it had decided 
not to order the refund “because of 
our earnest desire to do nothing that 
would even raise the question as to 
our being fair, and we are endeavor- 
ing to do even more than is required 
in order to preserve and promote the 
spirit of the NRA.”

Many Could Be Saved. 

“In a large percentage of the cases, 
tuerculosis could be arrested and the 
patients returned to some kind of 
work,” Dr. Adams declared. ‘This, 
however, will only be possible if we 
can give the patients training in car- 
ing for themselves and by providing a 
proper diet. 

“To do this, it would be necessary 
to hospitalize each patient for a‘ pe- 
riod of approximately three ménths, 
during which time they would learn 
how to care for themselves and also 
how to prevent infecting other mem- 
bers of their family.” 

At present there is no sanitarium 
to. which the tuberculosis victims 
among the unemployables can be sent. 
Battle Hill sanitarium is filled to 
overflowing and has a waiting list of 
more than 200 persons. However, 
there is no time limit enforced at Bat- 
tle Hill, and in one instance a patient 
has been cared for there for the past 
16 years.
